The F. H. B. A. Men Likely to Lay Him 
Aside Today. 

Sermon, III., March 9.—By Repub- 
lican intrigue Alson J. Streeter is undone in 
the house of his friends. When victory is 
fairly within his. grasp the machinations, of 
Republican diplomatists have caused the in- 
dependent candidate to be renounced by his 
own supporters, and the F. M. B. A. party will 
tomorrow morning publicly proclaim that Mr.

“OUR FRANK” FOR CARTER 


THE EX-CONGRESSMAN WILL SUPPORT 
HARRISON FOR MAYOR. 


He Decides to Do So After a Late Confer- 
ence with a Number of Democrats at 
Carter’s Residence—Lawler to Speak on 
the Campaign Tonight—He Is Pleased 
with the Outlook—Big Row at the City 

, Central Committee Meeting. 

“Of course Frank Lawler is for me for 
Mayor; every public-spirited and nearly eve 
honest Democrat is,” said Carter Harrison 
just before midnight.

President Eliot of Harvard Discusses the 
Currency Question. 

Sz. Louis. Mo., March 9.—[Special. ]|—Pres- 
ident Eliot of Harvard University created a 
profound sensation today by appearing on the 
rostrum of the Merchants’ Exchange and de- 
livering a speech on the currency question, in 
the course of which he paid his respects to the 
Farmers’ Alliance. He said the entire coun- 
try was interested in a stable, unfluctuating 
currency, but the foundation of business prop- 
erty was confidence, not the mere volume of 
the circulating medium, The men in the 
West,” he went on to say, are subject to 
one thing the East is exempt from—namely: 
certain waves of uninformed public opinion 
that swamp the ballot-box.”’

The principal item of this increase is the 
102 millions for pensions, including 14 mill- 
ions of excess deficiency left by the Demo, 
cratic Congress of 1889 for the Republicans to 
pay. ‘There must be charged up to the De- 
pendent Service law 88 millions of increase. 
But are the Republicans alone responsible for 
this law? Tun TUN already has publish- 
ed the vote, which shows that 36 Democrats 
voted for it and 40 gave half votes for it by 
dodging, Thus of the total Democratic mem- 
bership, over one-half either voted for the bill 
or refused to vote against it. Will the Demo- 
cratic House next winter vote to repeal the 
bill? The Democrats must take their full 
share of the responsibility for this increase, 
No party lines were drawn on the passage of 
the bill. 

No öne who has a spark of patriotic feeling 
will criticise the increase for the navy and 
fortifications which are needed for the Na- 
tional defen se. If that money is not well ap- 
propriated why are the Democrats continually 
élaiming the credit for the new navy. 

The increase for the Post-Office is charged 
up to unbridled Republican profligacy. But, 
as Senator Allison shows, the growth of the 
postal service must keep pace with the growth 
of the country. A good part of the increase 
will be offset by the larger postal receipts; 
but, even if it were not, itis money not only 
well spent, but money that must be spent to 
accommodate the business demands of the 
country at the present extraordinary low 
rates of postage. Quite recently the single 
postage limit was raised from 2 cents per half 
ounce letter to 2 cents for one whole ounce 
letter. In effect the latter rate was cut down 
one-half. On all newspapers and magazines the 
postage was decreased by one-half. Consid- 
ering the continental distances to carry the 
mails postage is fer cheaper in this country 
than any other in the world. 7 

The excess of the appropriations for river 
and harbor improvements is another item upon 
which the Democrats are harping, but where 
will this excess go? Exclusively for building 
levees along the Mississippi River and for 
deepening the channel over the Galveston bar. 
The Southern Democrats were bound not to 


lose these big appropriations. 


The Indian bill shows roughly an increase 
of $7,000,000, of which $3,000,000 went to pay 
the Chickasaws and Choctaws for the occupa- 
tion of their lands by the Cheyennes and Arap- 
ahoes. The remainder was to pay for lands 
ceded by treaties and to be opened up for 
settlement, This was not a party measure, 
though the Democratic Southwestern mem- 
bers of Congress worked hard for it. A 
lobby of both partieg worked for it, as it did 
for the French Spoliation claims, amounting 
to $1,304,000, 

The little million for the World’s Fair ap- 
propriation was voted by both parties and 
is not open to comment except that it was 
not as generous as it should have been. The 
direct tax refund to the States of over fifteen 
millions was more a benefit to the Southern. 
States than to the Northern, as it wiped out 
the direct tax debt tfley still owed the Gov- 
ernment. It would have been ‘a perpetual 
claim against them in any event. If not paid 
now it would have had to be paid some other 
time. . 
There is no point at which the Democratic 
charge of extravagance holds good except 
where they voted for the bills, nor is there the 
slightest ground for the absurd statement that 
the Government is going to be bankrupt. No 
money has been stolen, embezzled, or misused, 
Increased appropriations have been made be- 
cause the Democrats themselves thought they 
were needed. Instead of there being only 
$4,000,000 in the Treasury by the next fiscal 
year, as Democratic partisans are charging, 
Senator Allison is confident there will be $60,- 
000,000, although sugar has been put on the 

list, which is enough for even a Demo- 
Congress to in with. 
CONCEALING THE POINT ORATORY. 

The talk made by Mr. Milton George to the 
Economic Conference Sunday evening said a 
great deal in words and yet told little in ideas. 
It was not much other than an empty vapor- 
ing, composed of sounding platitudes, as it 
was difficult to see the connection between his 
statements and either the necessities or the 
facts of the case he assumed to talk about. 


For instance, he told his audience that a free. 


people will one day rule this country and take 
the place of the politicians and the money 


power.” It is the impression of a great many 


folks that this country is already ruled by a 
free people, and there is no reason 
to believe to the contrary. He intends 
that the people whom he would call 
free shall take the places of the politicians. 
But it is difficult to understand how the mem- 
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unless the debtor chooses to repudiate the 
whole of it. It is evident that some of the 
lecturer’s disciples prefer to take the latter 
course. One of them was quoted in Tux 
Tm of yesterday as saying in response to 
a request to pay what he owed that “he has 
joined the Alliance and stopped paying his 
debts.”’ 

The Farmers’ Alliances have declared in 
favor of the stumptail silver dollar, an unlim- 
ited issue of flat money on an absurd 
“Subtreasury plan,“ and a few other equally 
chimerical schemes for “lifting up the peo- 
ple by repudiating the obligations of some 
members of the community to the rest. As 
this is what the apostles of the Alliance mean, 
why. do not they say so in plain English? 
Why wrap up the poisonous drug in a shining 
envelope, making it a sugar-coated pill which 
the people are asked to swallow and trust the 
quack doctor that it will be allright? It is 
because they dare not admit the truth to be 
that the common level to which they would 
“elevate humanity is at the flat bottom of a 
deep ditch. 


DEMOCRATIC INCONSISTENCY. 

The nayrow-minded, malignant Democrats 
are raising a big howl because the Pifty-first— 
a Republican—Congress appropriated a total 
of $23,389,000 for Indian expenditures, against 
the $16,300,000 appropriated for like purposes 
by the Fiftieth Congress, which was Dem- 
ocraticin the Hause. Some of them have had 
the hardihood te characterize that excess of 
$7,000,000 as due to. reckless, wanton Repub- 
lican profligacy, and all because the last 
House was not of their political stripe. The 
objection is simply a captious one, as most 
of the excess goes to pay the extraordinary ex- 
penses incurred in carrying out agreements 
made for the cession of millions of acres 
of land by the Indians to the United 
States. The original legislation by which 
these expenditures were authorized was 


shared in by Democrats as well as Re- 


publicans. Is there anything wicked in 
keeping faith with these Indians and paying 
them for their lands? Are the Democrats in 
favor of repudiating these agreements and 
taking the lands from the Indians without pay- 
ing for them? And if not, what js there to 
find fault with? The people of the United 
States get an equivalent for the money which 
is appropriated for the purchase, and there is 
nothing either wicked or wantonly wasteful 
in the transaction. The lands are thrown 
open to settlement at the usual rates, and the 
Treasury will get the money back in the usual 
course of events, while important additions 
will be made to the cultivated areas of the 
United States. It is strictly a matter of busi- 
ness, to which no business man can legiti- 
mately object. ö 

The bill contained an appropriation of 


about $300,000 for the irrigation of Indian 


lands, which is a simple act of justice to the 
red man. About all the Indian reservations, 
except the eastern part of the Indian Terri- 
tory, fall within the arid belt. Ignoring that 
fact, the Government, or the bureau, has been 
inducing the Indians to sow grain and try to 
raise crops there, and for the last three years 
the result has been little better than a com- 
plete failure. On the theory that the Indians 
would raise food for their own needs the ra- 
tions were cut down from time to time, and 
the red men were thereby reduced to a state of 
semi-starvation, which was one cause of the 
late outbreak. Do the Democrats want this 
to be repeated? Are they in favor of starving 
the Indians, or of dealing justly by them? 

Then, in round numbers, another million 
dollars was required to pay the expenses of 
the late Indian war, that grew out of causes for 
which the Republicans were no more responsi- 
ble than were the Democrats. The costs of 
that war had to be met, and there was nothing 
partisan in the matter. Hence it can no more 
be charged to Republican profligacy or 
wastefulness than to the account of the man 
in the moon or the Sultan of Turkey.

Prof. Goldwin Smith has made a careful re- 
view of the late field of battle in Canada, and 
in a letter to the New York Times sums up the 
results and the causes of the Liberal defeat in 
a brief but explicit manner.

To abolish the private ownership of 
the means of life would be to confiscate all the 
lands on which people live, the workshops in 
which many of them earn a livelihood, the 
capital which furnishes buildings, machinery, 
tools, and material for the workers to operate 
in, with, and upon. It would be to confiscate 
all the proceeds of labor of the individual to 
a communal syndicate with Tommy Morgan 
at the head, running it for the benefit of him- 
self and friends. It would mean that the 
worker must eat at a common trough, in a 
common house, toil under a common drill- 
master, deprived of all incentives to exertion 
and all hopes of realizing the dreams, ambi- 
tions, and desires which make life worth liv- 
ing. He does not tell this to his hearers. If 
he did, they would curse instead of bless 
him. He hoodwinks them into the be- 
lief that by following his standard 
they will get more of the things they want, 
when the truth is they would get less because 
less would be produced if the incentives to ex- 
ertion were abolished. His hearers do not 
stop to think that under such an arrangement 
as he proposes the work for the community 
would be done like that at the penitentiary, 
where the least possible amount is turned 
out, and it would be still less but for the fear 


of punishment. They accept the assurance of | 


Tommy and his school, as if they supposed 
the success of the scheme would mean to them 
all the good things they have now and free 
residences, free food, free tobacco, and little 
work. Apparently they are unable to see that 
they cannot get these fine thiugs without pay- 
ing a price for them, that price being their 

om, their individuality. Tommy keeps 
that back. 

His proposition is toconfiscate everything and 
to put it all into a fund to be managed by the 
blatherskites who want the control of other 
people’s property without working for it, and 
dole it out to aset of men who would be re- 
duced to the condition of serfs, having lost 
fheir independence, their individuality, and 
their aspirations, and reduced to the dead 
level of the fellows in the penitentiary who 
are ticketed by number and not by name, In 
omitting to tell his hearers that the schemes 
he advocates would involve these and much 
more that is extremely undesirable “Tommy” 
Morgan suppresses the essential and deals 
with the non-essential. Like Milton George 
he presents a picture to his audience, telling 
them that is what they would realize if they 
would help him to bring about his Utopia, 
when the fact is such success would only give 
them the blankness on the back of the canvas 
instead of the scene in front, 


NEEDED MODIFICATION OF THE SANI- : 
f TART DISTRICT ACT. 
The law passed by the last General Assem- 


bly for the preservation of public health in 


this city by the prevention of the pollution of 
its water supply contains some conditions 
which it is almost universally admitted now 
are oppressive and unnecessary and were 80 
intended by those who invented them. It is 
provided in the act that the channel through 
the rock cut shall be not less than 160 feet 
wide at the bottom, with a depth of water of 
not less than eighteen feet, and with a capaci- 
ty, with a current not exceeding three miles 

an hour, of 600,000 cubic feet a minute. As a 

matter of fact such a discharge would exceed 

750,000 cubic feet per minute. To make a 
harsh demand even much harsher. the law 
reads that this depth of eighteen feet of water 
shall begin whenever rock 1s struck at a depth 
of less than eighteen feet below the surface of 
the proposed flow of water in the channel. 
This means that the deep cut, instead of be- 
ginning near the Sag, must begin some seven 
or eight miles this side of there, thus adding 
enormously to the cost of the work. 

It is not necessary, however, as was pointed 
out clearly by the trustees in their statement 
printed last Sunday, to have either a .channel 
flowing eighteen feet deep or one which shall 
carry 600,000 (in fact, 750,000) cubic feet a 
minute. Both are wasteful and unnecessary 
provisions. The amended and perfecfed plan 
outlined by the trustees contemplates a chan- 
nel or a new river, with a discharge capaaity 
of 800,000 cubic feet of water a minute, and 
also the enlargement of the canal so that its 
capacity tocarry off diluted sewage by gravity 
will be double what it is now, or about 100,000 
cubic feet per minute, which will give a cur- 
rent strong enough to prevent the earth held 
in solution from being deposited on and filling 
up the bed of the canal, At present the entire 
relief the city gets is in the 50,000 cubic feet a 
minute pumped into the canal at Bridgeport. 
The proposed enlargement of that channel 
will put the city in twice as good a position as 
it is now, and the cutting of the new river will 
make it eight times better off. There would 
then be a discharge of 400,000 ¢ubic feet of 
water against the present 50,000. 

The dilution contemplated by the trustees 
will meet the wants of the city and the valley 
far into the distant future. The trustees sug- 
gest that if generations hence the channel is 
found to be too small the men of that day in 
the great city can enlarge it and pay for it. 
There will, however, be no necessity at any 
time for adding to the carrying capacity of the 
rock cut. When the demand for increased 
dilution of sewage comes it will be from the 
Calumet basin, which is a district by itself. 
It will be met by cutting a channel along the 
line of the old canal feeder to the Sag, empty- 


ing not into the Chicago rock cut but into 


the canal, which the Calumet Sanitary Dis- 
trict will widen as much as is necessary from 
the point of junction with the canal to Joliet. 
The modified plan of the trustees which saves 
Chicago ten millions of dollars will save its 
drinking water from contamination for all 
time to come and send down the Illinois un- 
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waste of money.. If the Government secures 
a seven-foot channel ata low stage between 
Cairo and Alton it will be doing far better 
than it has up to this time. A seven-foot 
stage in low water can be secured in the Illi- 
nois by the discharge of 400,000 cubic feet per 
minute, When provision is made for locking 
down from Lockport to Joliet and around the 
Marseilles-Utica rapids in the Illinois there 
will be just as good navigation in that stream 
from Chicago to Alton as there will be in the 
Mississippi above Cairo, and that is all that 
will be wanted, 

The dilution of 400,000 cubie feet a minute 
will meet all the demands of the valley people. 
It will dilute the sewage so effectually that 
they will have nothing to complain of. They 
will see an abundance of water in the Illinois 
even during low-water times, and it will be 
offensive to neither eye nor nose. That is all 
that they have ever asked for, with the excep- 
tion of a few cranks and marplots, and they 
will get it. Joliet will be specially benefited, 
for it will get a 20,000-horse power which will 
be utilized at once for manufacturing purposes. 

To make the amendments to the law ad- 


evised by the Sanitary Trustees will improve it 


in every respect and save the city ten million 
dollars and several years’ time which it can- 
not afford to throw away. With the law mod- 
ified as it should .be the work will not only be 
done one-third more cheaply ‘but three 
years’ time will be saved m the doing of it, 
and the people of this city and the valley will 
reap its benefits that much sooner.

During the next two years—the period pre- 
paratory to the World’s Fair—it is as impor- 
tant that Chicago shali have a good Common 
Council as that it shall have a good Mayor. 
There will be much municipal legislation dur- 
ing this period. Elevated roads will have to 
be constructed and franchises granted by the 
Council for them, Steam railroads will have 
to seek termini near Jackson Park. New 
thoroughfares will have to be laid out. In 
fact, nothing of importance in the immed iate 
vicinity of the World’s Fair grounds can be 
done without the Council’s permission. The 
water supply facilities will have to be im- 


proved. The city will have to be put in bet- |: 


ter order. The best Mayor that could be se- 
lected would not give satisfaction to the peo- 
ple without the aid of an honest and intelli- 
gent Common Council. What are the people 
doing to secure such a Council for the next 
two years? The present Council is about the 
worst we have had since Colvin’s time, and 
some of the best men in it are going to retire. 
Other excellent men are being opposed in the 
interest of small-bore politicians controlled 
by factionists. There is hardly a possible 
hope for any improvement in the Democratic 
list. The only chance for improvement, as 
far as one can see now, is through the Repub- 
lican organization. 

The Republican primaries will be held Fri- 
day. What are the prospects of gain through 
them? They are not so cheering as they 
ought to be. Arthur Dixon, the most expe- 
rienced man on the Republican side, retires 
because he intends to move out of his ward. 
Ald, Summerfield, another excellent member, 
will retire from the Council to accept the 
mmination for Assessor of the South Town 
from his party. It will not be easy to get two 
as good men to succeed: them. Those so far 
mentioned are not the right kind.

WISCONSIN DEMOCRATS IN A ROW, 


Some of the Legislators Resent Boss Wall's 
Dictatorship. 

Mapison, Wisi, March 9.—[Special. }—Chair- 
man Ed Wall, the head and front of the Dem- 
ocratic Administration and everything con- 
nected with it, collided tonight with Senator 
Mead on the train from Milwaukee bringing 
members back from their Sunday rest at home, 
and paseengers report a delightful entertain- 
ment. The trouble started over a discussion 
of the bill to appropriate money to the Wau- 
paca Veterans’ — for improvements.

Tonight, 
however, the Milwankee organ of the party 
and the official State paper, through Wall’s in- 
fluence, printed a half-page sensat.on about 
irregularity in the bills passed two years ago, 
and before the present session, to make ap- 
propriations to the Waupaca Home. The 
article was along the same line as the view im- 
puted to Chairman Wall. The trouble about 
the whole matter is that a large proportion 
of the Democratic members of the islature 
oppose the in its attitude toward the 
home. Senator Mead is one of these and he 
is recognized as one of the leaders of the Up- 
per House. On the traim tonight he got into 
the argument with Wall, the latter in strenu- 
ous terms sticking up for the sensational ar- 
ticle, and stating that the whole matter need- 
ed an investigation. Senator Mead immedi- 
ately attacked him for his interference in the 
legislative business and Wall replied in 
strong language. ‘The result was that 
the argument got exceedingly bot 
and the last words exchanged on each side 
were not of a brotherly character. 

The Veterans’ Home bill was tocome up 
for concurrence in the Assembly tonight, it 
having already passed the Senate, but action 
was very adroitly deferred until tomorrow be- 
fore any one was aware of what was going on.

TESTIMONY IN THE HENNESSY TRIAL. 


The Defense Attempts to Prove Alibis for 
the Accused. 

New Oktan, La., March 9.—[ Special. 
The fourth week of the Hennessy trial was 
begun today. Before any witnesses were 
called Lawyer John Flynn, counsel for Po- 
litz, asked for a continuance until tomorrow 
to give him time to confer with his client. 
Up to this time since his appointment Satur- 
day he had not had the confidence of the 
prisoner. Politz was ready and willing to tell 
him all be knew, but was prevented by his 
fear of the vengeance of the other accused. 
He wanted Politz removed from the influence 
of the others in order that he might freely tell 
what was now burdenmg his mind. Judge 
Baker would not grant a continuance, but 
said he would assist Politz’s counsel in any 
manner he might suggest when the cases of 
the other accused were closed. 

The defense continued to prove alibis for 
the prisoners today. Henry Iff, Otto Stille, 
Murey Meyers, and Peter Smith swore that 
at the time of the shootmg Tony Bagnetto was 
watching some fruit stands iQ the Poydras 
market. Bagnetto was one of ‘the men iden- 
tified as having fired a gun at Chief Hennessy, 
and was seen running away from the vicinity. 
Salvador Matranga, Dominick Conde, and his 
wife testified that right after the shooting 
Gasparo and Antonio Marcesi were at their 
home four bloeks from the place where Hen- 
nessy was assassinated. State proved 
that Antonio Schoffedi fired three times with a 
shotgun at the late Chief of Police. The de- 
fense placed him at his home two blocks away 
from the scene, Josephine Schoffedi and Corsa 
swearing that he was nursing his sick wife 
from 10 to 1 o’clock that night. A number of 
witnesses testified to the good character of 
Joe Macheca. There was no attempt to prove 
alibis for Monasterio or In ons, but 
against the latter the State brought out only 
— weak testimony. Tomorrow the defense 
will conclude by placmg the accused on the 
stand. Mr. Flynn will then present the case 
for Politz, and evidence for the State in re- 
buttal will be given. Arguments will com- 
mence Wednesday. 


MEDAL FOR MAIL CLERK DEACON.

Formally Presented to Him for Proficiency 
Record He Has Made. 
Superintendent Troy of the Sixth Division 
of the Railway Mail Service formally present- 
ed the Postmaster-General’s medal for profi- 
ciency to Mail Clerk A. D. Deacon yesterday 
afternoon at his office in the Custom-House. 
This is one of the twelve medals offered by 
Postmaster-General Wanamaker for the clerk 
in each division whose examinations for the 
year showed the greatest proficiency. Mr.

Prof, Totten of Yale Thinks Their Return 
Is Close at Hand. 

New Haven, Conn., March 7.—Prof. Charles 
A. L. Totten of Yale University made a state- 
ment today regarding the project of restoring 
Palestine to the Jews, which’ project was set 
forth in a memorial to President Harrison 
Thursday, and which is advocated by promi- 
nent men of thedeading American cities. The 
memorial, as explained to the President by 
William E. Blackstone of Chicago, is the re- 
sult of a conference of Jews recently held in 
Chicago. The plan is to obtain in a peaceable 
way their old homes in Palestine for the Jews 

h the medium of an international con- 
ference, on the plea that according to God's 
distribution of nations it is their home—an in- 
alienable possession from which they were ex- 
pelled by force. 

Prof. Totten is the well-known military in- 
structor at Yale, and is the author of impor- 
tant publications on the identity of our race 
with the Hebrew race—meaning that the 
Saxons are Israel, in contradistinction to the 
Jews, who are the Kingdom of Judah.

INDIANS DECLINE TO ENLIST. 


They Have No Desire to Serve Uncle Sam 
‘ in the Army. 
Wasmmorox, D. C., March 9.—[Special. ]— 

Private advices from Pine Ridge indicate that 
the War Department has reckoned without its 
host in its determination to enlist 2,000 Indians 
in the army. The experiment has already 
been tried under special instructions given 
Gen. Miles and has met with complete failure. 
It was the intention to recruit two companies 
of the First Infantry with the young bucks of 
the Sioux tribe before the departure of the 
regiment for its regular stahon at 
California, but after a month’s canvass- 
ing the regiment has finally departed 
without its Indians. They could not 
be induced to enlist. They objected to going 
so far away from their native soil. Besides 
they did not fancy the duty of an 1 sol- 
dier. They all want to be cavalrymen if they 
enlist at all, but it has been demonstrated that 
few if any will be willing to enlist in either 
arm unless they are sure of astation near their 
tribes. This being the situation the depart- 
ment has found it necessary to authorize their 
enhstment for services within the department 
within which their families are located. This 
ay result in securing tho number of cavalry 
troops desired, but it is quite evident that the 
task of recruiting the infantry companies is 
going to be difficult.

Claims Outstanding Against the Chicago Safe 
and Lock Company Aggregate $710,632.

The Position Whéch the Defendants Will 


Occupy Indicated. 

The suit brought by the City of Chicago to for- 
feit the charter of the Chicago Gas company and 
for other relief will soon come up on demurrers 
filed yesterdav by the Chicago Gas company and 
the People’s Gaslight and Coke company. The 
demurrers indicate the position the defendants 
will take when the case comes, up. They allege 
that the bill of the city is multifarious as contain- 
ing several distinct subject matters which do not 
affect the defendants named, and therefore the 
court cannot grant the relief as prayed: by the 
city. For instance, the bill seeks * forfeiture of 


certain ordinances granted to defendants, and 
also to declare void transfers of stock to the Phil- 


adelphia company. These two issues are joined 
together, and the bill is therefore multifarious in 
this and other respects. , 


TWO NEW POINTS IN LAW RAISED. 


One Is Passed Upon by Jadge Tuley—The 
Other Is Before dudge Blodgett. 

A new question was passed upon by Judge 
Tuley in the suit of Michael Sullivan to restrain 
Fred Muller from enforcing an execution taken 
out in 1890 on a judgment rendered in 1885. before 
a Justice for $124. The matter turned on the 
question whether a man häd a right to take out 
an execution five years after the rendition of the 
judgment, notwithstanding the passage of a new 
law a year ago authorizing an execution to be 
taken out any time during seven years. The 
court held that he new. law did not affect old 
judgments, and that Muller was tardy in taking 
out his execution and it could not be enforced.
